There is consternation and alarm among 
the principals and teachers in the St. Louis 
public schools. It is known that some 
startling changes are to be decided upon at 
the meeting of the Teachers Oommittee to- 
morrow afternoon, and that a determined 
attempt is to be ‘made to railroad these 
changes through the School Board meeting 
later in the day, but what these changes are 
ig not generally definitely known, hence the 
uneasy feeling. 

The commotion was caused by a secre 
mid-summer caucus held in the office of 
Chairman Dieckmann inthe security bulla - 
ing last Monday afternoon, which was at- 
tended by every member of the Teachers 
Committee and by President Brockman. The 
meeting was held behind closed and locked 
doors and the whole proceedings shrouded 
in secrecy and mystery. Each member was 
bound to reveal nothing and every effort 
made to keep the fact that a meeting had 
taken place from becoming public. The 
committee wanted to explode their bomb in 
an unclouded sky and on an unsuspecting 
public. N 

It was hardly likely, however, that such a

gatbering could remain entirely unknown. 
‘The members as they entered Mr. Dieck- 
mann’s office were seen and recognized 

by other occupants of the building 
and much speculation indulged in as to what 
duc an unprecedented meeting could mean. 
That important business was on foot there 
was no doubt and, naturally, those interest- 
, ed consulted such friends as they had who 
were likely to know the import of the meet- 
ipa. Thus the secret leaked out, and little 
by little the programme decided upon at the 
meeting gained a certain amount of pub- 
licity.

CHAIRMAN DIECKMAN’S STATEMENT. 


Chairman Dieckman was seen at bis office 
this morning and asked to explain the im- 
port of the meeting.

PASSED BY THE HOUSE. 


„t Was the Senate Bill or No Tariff Leg- 
talstten, Speaker Crisp Told the 
Caucus—The Resolution te Capitulate 
Passed by 180 to 21—CRairman Wil- 
son’s Explamation ef the Situation— 


Preceedings ef the Caucus. 


WasHINGTON, Aug. 13.~An bour before 10 
o’clock, the time set for the caucus, mem- 
bers began to arrive at the Capitol to-day 
and hasty consultations were held on the 
course to be pursued. Speaker Crisp was 
joined in his private office by Chairman Wil- 
son and Representatives Turner, McMillin 
and Montgomery, the full membership of the 
House Democratic Tarif Conference Com- 
mittee. 

Representative Breckinridge of Arkantas, 
an advisory member of the conference, was 
also present. It wasa final consultation on 
the line of action to be presented by the 
House leaders tothe caucus. .The meeting 
lasted until it was time for the caucus to 
convene. 

In the meantime there was a scene of ani- 
mation on the floor of the House, Represen- 

atives Tracey, Straus, Warner and others 
passed among their associates and stiffened 
up the sentiment of loyalty to the conferrees. 
It was apparently up-bill work, however, as 
the current of feeling among the rank and 
file of members seemed to be setting strongly 
in favor of accepting the Senate bill without 
further delay. 

At 10 o’clock Speaker Crisp and all the con- 
ferrees fied out of the Speaker’s office and 
took seats ina body in the forward part of 
the Democratic side. 

There was an ominous allence as they came 
in. At that time 153 Democratic members 
were on the floor. As Mr. Wilson passed 
through the corridor to the House he was 
asked astothe result of the conference in 
the Speaker's room, but answered: 

cannot make it known now. 

Chairman Holman called the caucus to or- 
der promptly andthe call for the meeting 
was read. The roll call which followed took 
some time, and members shifted uneasily for 
the decisive action ahead. 

WILSON BXPLAINS THE SITUATION. 

Chairman Wilson took the floor imme- 
diately after the roll call and made a general 
statement of the situation. He spoke calmly 
and dispassionately and received the closest 
attention. Members left their seats and 
crowded eagerly about him, listening in- 
tently to every word. ¥ is seldom that such 
eager interest has been shown at a caucus. 
Mr. Wilson began with a recital of the dim - 
culties that have been encountered. He went 
over each stage of the situation with mach 
detali. He said that each step had deen pur- 
sued with an earnest desire tosupport with 
honor the desires of the House to resist what 
was regarded as the unreasonabie demands 
of the Senate. 

Mr. Wilsorm did not confine himself to gen- 
eralization. He took up the contested 
schedules, particularly sugar,coal and iron 
ore, and reviewed the differences in confer. 
ence on these items. He took up each propo- 
sition on sugar and spoke ot the vast prufits 
to the sugar trust which would result from 
many of these propositions. He did not in- 
Guige inthe sharp criticism that was ex- 

cited on the motives of the Senate con- 
errees. 

Mr. Wilson spoke of the aht made by the 
House conferreeé for a specific daty on sugar 
om the ground that under an ad valorem sys- 
tem it would be impossibie to tell, on ac- 
count of the invoice methods, the exact ad- 
vantage which would accrue tothe Sugar 
Trust. He made the remarkable statement 
that de had been credibly informed aud 
believed that the Sugar Trust had auticipated 
the enactment of the Senate sugar schedule 
by the purchase of $112,000,000 worth of raw | 
sugar. if thie was true, he said, the profits 
accruing to the trust from this investment 
would be at least $40,000,000. Mr. Wilson also 

inted out at length the embarrassment at- 
ending the efforts to adjust the coal and 
iron schedules. 
THE PEOPLE AND THE TRUST. 

„he great battle, said Mr. Wilson, 
warming up, is between the American peo- 
ple and the Sugar Trust. It is a battle in 
which the trast has taken the people by the 


throat, and it will never end until we throw 


off the grip.“ 

There was enthusiastic applause at this. 
He proceeded to state that t House con- 
ferrees had been willing to concede almost 
everything except the vital items of sugar, 
iron and coal; that the Senate conferrees had 
also seemed willing to ccncede much and 
held much the same views, but were appar- 
ently dominated by the knowledge that if 
they conceded what they were willing to 
concede, the — 2 ——1 a pess and the 
agreement wou use .

Democrats were on their feet demanding 
recognition, prominent among them being 
Bourke Cockran of New York. Owing to the 
lateness of the hour a rule was adopted Um- 
iting further speeches to five minutes. 


BOURKE COCKRAN PROTESTS. 

Then Mr. Cockren delivered a vigorous 
and eloquent speech against surrendering to 
the Seuate. Better no tariff legislation 
than the Senate bill, he said. Mr. Cockran 
declared that there was no necessity for the 
House tosurrender as yet, and challenged 
Chairman WIIson's statement that four 
Democratic votes in the Senate would be lost 
to the bill ifthe fight proceeded. He de- 
manded the names ofthe four Senators, but 
Wilson refused to give thera. 

The previous question was demanded on 
the Crisp resolution, and ordered by a vote 
of 1117 to i. Among those who voted against 
the previous question were the Louisiana 
members, Uockran of New York and others. 
Thirteen minutes was then given to the op- 
position to state their position. 

Mr. McMillin followed in vigorous style. Re 
repudiated the statement made by Mr. Cock- 
ran that the Senate bill was worse than the 
McKinley bill. 

Mr. Robertson of Louisiana objected to the 
resolution on account of the free sugar pro- 
visions and generally protested against the 
treatment of Loutslana. As the hour of 12 
o’clock approached, when the House was to 
meet, the cry of ‘‘vote’’ went up from the 
impatient members. Mr. Robertson of 
Louisiana continued to urge that it would be 
bad faith to cut off the Louisiana planters 
from the bounty op this year’s crop, on 
— they had reckoned when they put 
tin. 

During the fifteen minutes’ debate, Ubair- 
man Wilson rose and pleaded with the 
caucus not to take actionto-day: He said 
that whatever was the mind of the House 
there was no necessity for immediate and 
herried action. 

CRISP’S RESOLUTION ADOPTED. 

Speaker Crisp’a resolution was then adopt- 
ed, 180 tc 21. A division of the resolution was 
Gemanded so as to have a separate vote on 
the first part to recede from disagreement to 
Senate amendments, and the provision for 
separate bills. The first partof the resolu- 
tion was adopted by a rising vote, 130 to 21. 

The resolution is as follows: 

Resolved, Thatitisthe sense of this eaucus that 
the order heretofore made requesting a ¢onference 
wits the Senate en the d reeing votes of the 
two Houses on House pill be reseinded. That 
the cenferees heretofore appomess by the House be 
disebar from further Guty in that behalf and 
that the House recede from its disagreement to the 
Senate amendments to said bill aud agree to the 


same. 

Resolved further that the House shall at once pro- 
ceed to the censideration of separate bills placing 
the following tariff articleson the freelist, viz.: 
Sugar all its forms, fron ore, eoal and barbed 
wire. he Committee on Rules is reauested to re- 
port an order providing for the prompt considera- 
tien of such motion and bills. 

Representative Tucter of Virginia then 
offered a resolution thanking and commend- 
ing the House conferrees for their loyal ser- 
vice, This was adopted witha shout of ap- 
proval and the caucus adjourned.

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| WILSON ON THE SUBRENDER. 


“The Senate Is Not a Democratic Body en 
the Tartff.” 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—Chairman Wilson, 
author of the House tariff bill, prepared for 
the Press,at the close of the caucus to-day, a 
statement of his views on the tariff situation. 
The statement ie in Mr. Wilson’s handwrit- 
ing, and gives distinctly his position on the 
action ofthe House in accepting the tariff 
Dill, It is as follows:

BETTER THAN M’KINLEYISM. 

Representative McMillan, one of the Demo- 
cratic House conferrees, gave a statement

„The effect of the caucus’ action will be 
the passage of the House bill with the Senate 
amendments. While the House Dillisa bet- 
ter measure in my judgment than this, 
the measure which will become a law 
instead by to-day’s action is a won- 
Gerful improvement on the McKinley 
law.

A MOVEMENT PLANNED TO STRIKE 47 
PEKING. 


Chinese Ships Said te Be Sailing for 
Japen—Ne Additienal News ef the 
Battles at Port Arthur asd Wai-Hai- 
Wei—The Chimese Claim That the 
Japs Were Repulsed. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—The Japanese lega- 
tion is without full particulars of the naval 
Dattle in the Yellow Sea, off the harbor of 
Wal-Hal-Wei, or that of the previous day 
near Port Arthur. The officials of the Lega- 
tion are in reesipt of dispatches which show 
that while the attack on the forts at Port 
Arthur was repulsed, the engagement be- 
tween the fleets off Wal. Hal- Wel resulted 
satisfactorily to the Japanese Admiral in 
command of their squadron. 

At the Oninese Legation it was said that 
the Minister was not in receipt of any dia- 
patches from his government concerning 
the reported engagements. 

Oficiais of the Japanese Legation talk 
freely ofthe war. They point out that the 
operations of their fleets In the Yellow Sea 
indicate that Japan means to push the war 
and that a movement will de made on Peking 
soon. 

These statements are borne out by the fact 
that Japanese warships seem to have full 
possession of the open waters of the Yellow 
Sea. Ever since the Corean troubles began 
they have been cruising within sight of the 
naval stations on the Chinese Coast, even 
advancing into the Gulf of Pe-Uhi-Li 
and attacking a Chinese squadron at Taku, 
the gateway to the Ohinese capital. The 
Chinese warships seem to **Keep near 
shore,’’ as the attacks on the harbor of Wai 
Hal Wei and Port Arthur show. In 
each instance the Chinese fleet had to be 
drawn into the fight by the Japanese. 

Taku, where the first attack was made, is 
only 100 miles from Peking, at the mouth of 
the Pel Ho. Port Arthur, the scene of the 
second assault, lies atthe point of a 
land called the 
out from the N ORina coast. It is nearly 
the Yellow Sea. Thelatter lies on the San 
Tung Promontory, and the two for- 
tined places seem to guard the entrance from 
the open Yellew sea to Pe Chi LI Gulf, al- 
though they are separated bya stretch of 
water fifty miles wide. 

The distance from either point to Taku ig 
but a few hours’ sail for Japan's cruisers, 
The important naval station of CheeFoo is 
less than fifty miles from Wai Hal Wei, and 
itis from this point that the news of the 
Becent naval operations is telegraphed to 
Shanghal, The most powerful cruisers of 
the Chinese navy are in those waters, the 
Pie Yang squadron, commanded by Admiral 
Ting. They are equipped with Krupp and 
Armstrong guns @hd torpedotubes and of- 
ficered in some cases by foreigners. 


CARRYING THE WAR TO JAPAN, 
SHANGHAI, Aug. 13.—Up to the present 
there has been noconfirmation of the ro- 
ported engagement between the Pie Yang 
squadron and a Japanese fleet. The Chinese

The 
announcement that this is to be done is made 
by people close to the Attorney-General, and 
it is coupled with the statement that nine 
out of ten of the modern high office buildings 
in Chicago are erected in violation of the 
statute.

THE BLOODY SHOOTING A¥FRAY AT 
CARROLL'S ISLAND YESTERDAY. 


Several Yeung Men From the City Went 
Down There te Fish, aed Get Intea 
Row With Twe Fishermen, Eeth of 
Whom Were Shot by Geerge Meiers, 
One of the Crowd—Statements Made 


by Both Sides. 


Bleeding from a dozen wounds and prob- 
ably fatally wounded, Wm, Connor, one of 
the victims of the shooting which took place 
yesterday at Carroll's Island, Nes at the City 
Hospital in a dying condi tion. 

He has forty-two buckshots in his body, 
but only one of the small Dullets made the 
probably fatal wound. It entered the abdo- 
men and after traversing the peritonea 
cavity perforated the intestines, 

Dr. Marks says the man has but one chance 
for his life. If he can stand the shock result- 
ing from an operation of laparotomy he will 
get well, but Dr. Heine Marks explained to 
him that the probabilities were he 
would not rally from the exhaustion. 
It wes the only thing that could possibly 
save him, however, and Connor did not 

te d moment, but insisted on having 
the operation performed. The wounded 
man was ing on the operation table 
in the ampitheater at the hospital 
when he told his story of the shooting. 
Mo Was suffering areat pain and his words 
Were intermingled with gronns and gasps. 
He said that he realized that it was probably 
the last account he would be ableto give of 
the troubig, which will probably cost him 
his life, and requested that his statement be 
reported accurately. Here is what he said: 

CONNORS’ STATEMENT. 

hey killed my partner and shot me for 
ho cause Whatever. I ama fisherman, 36 
years of age, and I was born at Res Rattoon, 
N. M. I have lived on or near Carroll’s Island 
Several years. The fellows who came to

Mlienry Besch Threatens to Smash Dan 
Si-emund—a Ruling of Recorder Hig- 
gine—Wards Where the Bitterest Feel- 
ing Bxiste. 


The Republican primary election for the 
selection of delegates to the State Conven- 
tion at Excelsior Springs bexan at 1p. m.. 
and the polls will remain open untils this 
evening. The interest within the party has 
perhaps not been exceeded since tue Slat- 
tery-Butler-Sampson canvass of 1889, and in 
many of the wards the feeling of antagorism 
between the factions indicates fighting. Ke- 
corder of Voters Higgins gave out the ballot - 
boxes and poll - books and qualified the judges 
and clerks this forenoon, beginning with the 
outside wards and taking those in the center 
of the city at the very last. | 

Mr. Higgins refused to give any outsiders 
tickets ot admission to the poles, a aeciélon 
that provoked a great deal of grumbling, bat 
Mr. Higgins refused to make any exceptions 
tothe rule. He stated that the law provides 
that one representative of each politieal 
party’’ shall dave the privilege of watching 
the count. and beld that this language should 
be construed as referring only to general 
electicns, in which two parties are interest- 
od, and not to party primaries. He would 
have been willing, he said, to have issued 
tickets to one representative of each faction 
in each polling place, if concerted action had 
been taken to thatend; but he did not pur- 


to give out tickets dere and there and 
ave a raid on his office for further privi.- 
logos of the same Kind at a late hour. 

Alle there was no quarreling about the 
City Hall, the leaders of the rival factions 
locked very much by themselves, and a few 
throats were heard of ‘‘scrapping’’ when 
the opposing Gelegations met face to face in 
the wards. In the Eleventh Ward, Mr. Henry 
Besch, the Oentral Committeeman, has or- 
dered a iunch at the Cherokee Garden, where 
one of the polling places is located, and he 
threatened to ‘‘smash’’ Dan Siedmunéd, 
leader of one of the opposition delegates, 
end a judge at the Cherokee Garden poll, if 
the latter did not carry himself ve 
straight. Wher Mr. Siegmund was apprise 
of the threat, he said that if‘‘smashing’’ was 
to be the order, bis friends would pro Dably 
participate. 

WHERE TROUBLE IS EXPECTED. 

Other wards in which trouble between 
rival factions may reasonably be anticipated 
are the First, Second, Sixth, Eighteenth, 
Nineteenth, and possibly phe Fifteenth, 
where the negroes are bolting the regular 


ticket almost in a body. and rallying round 
the Spelbrink ticket, the candidate for Cen- 
tral Committeeman, in which ts Bernard 
Belker. In other wards, such as the Six 
teenth, Twentieth, Twenty-sixth and 
Twenty-eight, the feeling is very bitter, but 
there are 00 threats of resort to physical 
violence. In the Second Ward the ‘‘Indlans’’ 
are expected to be out in full force, and 
the regulars, supporters of "Squire Boehm 
say they will carry the contest to the con- 
vention if they are out-voted. 

In the Sixteenth Ward the movement 
started by a few Democratsto help out the 
Young Men's Club opposition is said to have 
heen kKilied by order of the men chiefly 
instrumental in starting it. In the Nineteenth 
Ward, the regulars and opposition both 
claim that importations will be resorted to, 
and that numerous arrests will follow if such 
is the case. ‘Ihe charges and counter- 
charges of the respective factions vary in 
language, but are to the same effect,namely, 
that each expects the others to win with 
Democratic votes, if at all. 

Charges have been madethat the Kerens 
faction intends to resort to something of the 
kind in the Twenty-eighth Wara, but if plans 
of that kind are on foot they have not yet as 
sumed formidabie proportions. Out there 
William ivy, candidate of the Kerens faction 
for Central Committeeman, is out with a cir- 
cular declaring that the meeting at Delmar 
and Taylor avenues on July 20, at which the 
regular or Weinbrenner ticket was put up, 
was packed with Indians, smooth Work- 
ers from Foerstelville, from the Twenty-sev- | 
enth Ward.’’

In the Thirteenth Ward the contest be- 
tween Dr. starkoff and L. J. W. Wall has 
assumed important dimensions. in one of 
the morning papers a statement was printed 
that the Lithographers’ Union last night 
passed resolutions indorsing Wall. M. Lang 
of the Lithographers, who made a strong 
speech against Wall at Carondelet Turner 

all on Saturday night, deciares that there 
was no meeting of the Lithographers’ Union 
last night, and that therefore no such reso- 
lutions could have been passed. 

Circulars have been issued in a number of 
wards in behalf of various factions, a 
some of these embody serious charges. It 1s 
predicted that the party in St. Louis will 
havea hard time to restore harmony in time 
to make an effective Oght against the com- 
mon enemy in the city campaign. 


HEAVY VOTE LOOKED FOR. 

The vote to-day will be very heavy in all 
the wards where contests are on, and the re- 
sult will not be known before midnight. In 
the Eleventh and Thirteenth, for instance, it 
is predicted that 2,000 votes each will be 
polled, a sufficient number to fill up every 
hour of the voting time, gtving the judges
